Whatever -cauges a gross - over- 
supply’ of gasoline to an engine 
may thus -prevent it from being 
started, or stop it, if it {4 already 
running and especially df the 
cylinders are warm and therefore 
vaporize all the fucl which enters 
them, “flooding” is tery readily 
brought about.» ls ae 


» Careful With the Choke! 


Closing the choke unnecessarily 
ot keeping it clozed tdo long is the 
commonest way in which engines 
become flooded. No choking 
should ever be required with a 
wel] warmed engine and it is very 
easy to flood a perfectly cold one, 
by, protracted choking at starting. 
"phe Floading Carburetor. * 

‘If the carburetor, is in trouble 
and overflows heavily, flooding 
may result, especially if it 18 
mounted directly. on the cylinder

supply and cranking repeatedly is 
the best ‘way to detect this, unless 
there is obvious. dripping. — 


Deranged Vacuum-Tank, 


Overflowing. of its vacuum-tank 
may flood an engine almost imme- 
diately.’ If on,removing the tarik 
filling-plug or detaching the main 
tank pipe and cranking, the stalled 
engine starts, this defect.is prob- 
ably present... .

Question: It:is'very hard to 
shift the gears of my ——— car 
from high to second speed. | Can 
you give me any hints on this sub- 
ject? . ‘ 

Answer: ~Try speeding up your 
‘engine slightly, just a8 you try 
to make this shift and do not 
throw out the clutch any more 
than enough to actually release it. 
You may find that this helps: The 
best way of making this shift, 
however, is as follows: Release 
clutch, throw gear shift lever from 
high to neutral re-engage elutch., 
speedup engine enough to corres- 
pond to speed of car, release 
cluieh; mave gearshift lever into

Question: | When-tiding, along 
slowly, I notice. a rubbing sound 
from some: part of my —-— car. 
When I disengaxe the clutch, this 
noise is not’so’loud. I have tried 
Joosening the ‘brakes, oiling dif- 
ferent. parts and adjusting the 
clutéh, but this has not remaved 
the noise. . What do you, think 
cftuses it? ° : 

Answer: If this rubbing sound 
oceurs each time the rear wheels 
turn, it is.probably due to one of 
the brake-drum edges touching 
some stationary part of the brake 
rigging. Have someone push the 
car slowly along the garage floor, 
while you watch the brake-drums|; 
closely and see’ whether one’ of 
them does not touch or run too 
near some other ‘part. If you find 
anything like this, it is probably 
caused by loose axle bearings.» In 
case the. rubbing noise is not in the 
reat, end, please write us again, 
giving. the best information you 
enn as to its location. 


Backlash in Drive System. 


Question: When my —— car 
is coasting, L-notice a constant 
jerking and vibration from the 
rear-end and, upon, inspection. 1 
discoyered that, the drive-shaft 
housing near the universal-joint, 
has’ about % inch play. Should 
this lost motion be present and, 
if not, how can it be removed? 

Answer: It.is not quite clear 
to us, from your description, just 
what your trouble is, but we 
understand that there is end-play 
of the slip-joint at’ the front end 
of the drive shaft. 1f this is cor- 
rect, the rear springs and their 
bearing on the.rear-axle probably 
require attention, as the position-| - 
ing of the entire rear-end depends 
upon these springs and their 
attachments. If you will jack up 
the ‘rear wheels, you may find the 
rear-axle housing loose in ita 
‘earings.’on the rear springs: or 
that these springs have loosenctly- 
or in their supports
